VIOLATION OF THE LIBERTY OF THE SUBJECT. 
Monday Morning, \ o'clock, 28th March, 1825. 

Mr. Eprron,—Having just been an eye witness to a transaction, which, 
in my judgment, is such an infringement of our boasted liberties, that I 
cannot forbear addressing you on the subject, in the hope that its publicity 
inay be attended with beneficial effects. 

assing through Long-acre, between half past 11 and 12 o’clock last 
night, | observed, at the corner of Great Queen-street, two most respec- 
table looking females (one of whom evidently appeared to be in the 
family way) in the act of being stopped by a watchman (whose name | 
learnt afterwards was Martin:) my curiosity being much excited, I de- 
termined to hear the result. Martin, it appears, was questioning the 
females as to twosmall children’s chairs, ove of which each of the females 
were carrying. This, 1 presume, and indeed he stated it to be so, was in 
the exercise of his duty of stopping any persons who mighthave in their 
possession such articles as they p- ary ff ane with in walking—I am 
rather at a loss to know whatthings the watchman here meant—which, if 
found in any person's possession, at a laté hour of the night, would render 
that person liable to be seized and carried to the watch-house as a sus- 
pected thief, . 

Upen Martin's questioning the women, they satisfactorily accounted for 
the possession of the little chairs, by stating who they were, and from 
whence they came, and where they were going (the substance of which 
shortly was, they had jast returned from a relation’s house, who had 
spade these chairs for their infant children, and which, to please them, 
‘sey had brought home with them)—that they were both married women, 
abd the husband of one was in the country. 

Now, Mr. Editor, I am no Knight Errant, but being in that profession 
which teaches me to distinguish “ right from wrong,” | thought it my dut 
to interfere, particularly as Martiniusisted in taking the women tothe fo 
house. To avoid however the a rance of presumption, I called Martin 
asicle, aud mildly told him I had witnessed the whole transaction ; that 
he was wrong in detaining the women, or molesting them, after the'ex- 
planation ; and, as a friend to himself, | would advise him to let them 
<lepart. ‘This, however, I suppose, offended the dignity of the guardian 
of the night; ashe took my well-meant interference in high dudgeon. 
“Che wogyen, who by this time (particularly the one who was in the way 
alluded to) seeing me in the act of speaking to Martin, appealed to me. 
i then mrongly remonatrated, telling Martin, that if, after the explanation, 
he detained the women, he would be doing wrong, and be liable to an 
action, Martin, however, thought proper to call upon me to take the two 
culprits under my protection, and accompany them to the watch-house. 
By this time a crowd bad assembled, w earing what the affair was, 
unanimously expressed their disapprobation of Martin's conduct, and 
some expostulated with him. ‘This seemed to make matters worse, and 
Martin (who is a erful, athletic man) sprung his rattle, and was 
shortly surrounded by four or five of his brethren. . This, Mr. Editor, was 
to take one solitary, respectable female into custody! (whohad ex 
her ——⸗ to, go any where to answer the charge) and he left the 
female, whe stated she was likely soon to be a mother, either to follow 
ler companion or return home.

The Columbian papers, which supply these interesting particulars, 
also furnish a copy of the Message to Congress of the Vice-President 
SANTANDAR, who, it must be recollected, in consequence of the 
cial absence of Botivar, is effectively at the head of the Columb 
Executive. This paper, which possesses considerable interest as an 
exposition of the foreign and domestic relations of this rising republic, 
begins by glancing at the impotent attempts of the ——* 
and then proceeds to anticipate with confidence the success of the 
war «in Peru, not then ascertained, but which, in the course of a few 
days after, was rendered manifest. The nature of the relations with 
Mexico and the new Central Government of Guatemala is then 
alluded to, as also with Brazil and the United States; of the latter of 
which the Message speaks in térms of great satisfaction, referring for 
examination by Congress, a convention entered into by the two Go- 
vernments, to put down the execrable traffic in N The next 
topic is Great Britain, in reference to which, the Message details the 
conduct of the Columbian Government in its reception of our late 
deputed Consuls, who, in consequence of the hesitating policy now 
happil —— were accredited to the Province i of the 
Republic 0 Columbia, and to the Depositories of Authority, whoever 
they were “ that might happen to be established.” The mbian 
Executive acted with a happy mixture of prudence and. dignity on 
this occasion. The Consuls were substantially allowed to act as 
agents for the protection of commerce, but received pot the sanction 
of the Republic in their more formal capacity ; and the similar officers 
from the King of the Netherlands were treated precisely in the sane 
manner. A proposal from the Government of Hayti for an offensive 
and defensive alliance is also noticed, and the reasons given for de- 
clining it stated with great moderation. Alliances of that nature are 
only sought by Columbia with the ci-devant colonies of Spain, nor 
was it for that republic to involve itself with Europe or France on a 
mere general principle. The remainder of the Message is taken up 
with allusions to the progress of internal amelioration, in which P 
ticular recommendations are made for increased provision for general 
education and the navy. Various judicial and financial arrangements 
are also spoken of as eligible, and especially a speedy and formal 
funding of the public debt. This temperate and sensible paper con- 
cludes with an animated congratulation on the great things already 
effected by Colombia, and on the encouragement thereby held out for 
the still greater good to be accomplished. The similar annual expo- 
sitions of the United States evidently form the model of these ad-

Tue Easter novelty at this house, on Monday evening, consisted in 
a musical piece of two acts, founded on the humourous story of 
Abon Hassan ; or, the Sleeper Awakened, in the Arabian Nights, It 
would be an absolute affront to our readers to suppose them unac- 
quainted with the fact, that this Abon Hassan wag a pleasant spend- 
thrift, who contributed by his whimsicalities to the good humour 
and entertainment of that pink of Caliphs, the adventure-loving 
Haroun Alraschid.' Can we ever forget how the quizzing Commander 
of the Faithful transformed him, the said Abon Hassan, into a Sove- 
reign, by a process similar to that by which Shakespear turns 
Christopher Sly into a Lord; and finally, marries him by way of 
recompence to a beautiful Slave? Is it necessary to recal to mind? 
the improvidence of the — Hassan, bis abject distress. in 
consequence, and the plan laid by him and his adroit spouse to 
extract further bounty from the Caliph and his august Zobeide, by 
feigned stories of each others death ?. From what brain, that has ever 
received in the season of childhood, rising into adolescence a due 
impression of the ever-memorable wager between the Haroun and 
Zobeide, as to which of the two humourists died first, will the issue 
ever be erased ? The Garden of Pleasures of the Caliph, ‘ impawyed,’ 
as young Osric says, against the Palace of Paintings of his Sultana—+ 
the yery stakes bespeak eternal recollection!

A new Opera was produced at this house on Friday evening, in- 
titled The Hebrew Family, or, a Traveller’s Adventure, the plot of 
which is not very describable, but we will endeavour to compass it. 
It seems that one Francis Forrester, Esq.(Jones), a lively Englishman 
of fortune, takes it into his head to visit Spain, and not only so, but 
to assist a fellow-countryman to run away with a nun from a convent 
in Valencia. The lovers escape, but the friend is taken, and finally 
condemned by the Inquisition to the stake. The piece opens at the 
moment the criminal is on his way to executién, when a mob 
re seen endeavouring to force the Jew Issachar (Fawcett) to bea 
witness of the execution, in simple Christian spite because he was a 
Hebrew, and his brother had been executed in the same manner. 
They are however finally persuaded to retire, and after a clap of thun- 
der and a shriek, the people rush from the place of execution in terror: 
a violent storm had arisen, the principal scaffolding had given way, 
and dispersed the procession, during which confusion, the prisoner 
had escaped. The next scene discovers the fugitive in his san-benito, 
in the house of the very Governor of Valencia who had condemned 
him. He had made his way, it seems, into his garden, without know- 
ing to whom it belonged, and now stands in the presence of his 
daughter, Donna Alzonda (Mrs. Cuattertey) who, moved by com- 
passiqn, allows him to enter for temporary concealment into her bed- 
chamber. This pleasant asylum, however, he quits when it grows 
dark, and makes his way over a wall into the garden and house. of 
Tssachar the Jew, when he. is struck with the melodious voice 
of his daughter Miriam (Miss Trex) and after a short conceal- 
ment behind a screen, appears before the Jew and his daughter, who 
humanely agree to hide fen in a subterranean recess, until notice of 
his situation can be made known to the English Ambassador; in 
which business Issachar makes much use of bis youthful and interest- 
ing Jewish nephew, Reuben (Miss H. Cawse). The result is, that 
Forrester, who contrives in the mean time to gain the heart of the 
fair Jewess, is, by the aid of the humane Donna Alzonda, to make his 
way in Spanish attire through the Governor’s house, and effect his 
escape to the Ambassador. He accordingly repairs at midnight to 
the garden of the latter, attended by Reuben; but unfortunately he 


has been preceded by two assassins (T. P.Cooxe and Evans) the] 


sons of an executed bandit, who in revenge are seeking to enter the 
house, to assassinate the Governor. By mistake, Leonella, the waiting 
maid (Mrs. Gisns) delivers the key, which is to admit Forrester, to 
one of the ruffians, and on his approach they seize him (the boy Reu- 
ben escaping), and oblige him to accompany them in their enterprise. 
The catastrophe may be anticipated :' the cowardly old Governor 
(Pannen) is saved by the intervention of Forrester, and the succour 
brought by the youthful. Jew; and all is about to terminate in his 
permitted escape, when a bluff Dominican Father Sereno (BartLey) 
who had penetrated into the whole intrigue from beginning to end, 
appears and claims the prisoner by the highest of all authorities. It 
seems, however, that this worthy priest is actuated only by the mag- 
nanjmous motive of showing that mercy and humanity may belong 
to all sects—(here is conciliation for you, John Bull!)}—and_pro- 
nounces the full pardon of Forrester, who declares his everlasting 
love to Miriam, and the piece concludes with the announced depar- 
ture of the Hebrew Family and the Englishman for happy England. 
There is a slight episode formed by the loves of Donna Alzonda and a 
certain Don Cesario (Stxcuarn), the main incident of which is jea- 
lousy, produced by the concealment of Forrester, somewhat in the 
manner of The Wonder. 


_ We cannot speak-very highly of the dramatic concoction of this 
piece, which is rendered tedious by too much explanatory dialogue;

SUFFOLK STREET FXHIBITION. 

Mr. Livton’s advance has been so rapid within the last tires year, 
that it approximates him with the first Landscape Painters of the day” 
and in a style that is pure, that is, which takes Nature for its model, and 
does not play fantastic tricks with colour or composition, to cheat the 
eye of the many into applause. His last yeat’s picture had a certain 
harshness, which is not seen in this, afld he has made a successful ste 
into the epic of his Art in 88, Delos, where natural and architectural 
grandeur are very unassumingly but agreeably mixed, round a sheltered 
bay, in which Trojan ships are as snugly secured as birds in pa new.

In 122, we are happily led by tris 
mese through a portion of “ nature’s pride,” “the etichanted Vale and 
wondrous Lake of Keswick.” It is worth going t6 this Exhibition, if it 
is only to peep through and over the sheep-browsing, uftder-wooded hills, 
upon the sky-reflecting Jake, its margin-skirting town’ of Keswick and 
surrounding hills. The large masses (which are well subdivided) add to 
the rustic scenery a nobleness that makes the composition a link between 
common and dignified nature, and towhich the simplicity of the grey 
colour mellowed by some warm tints is auxiliary.—There is grandeur 
in his composition, light, &c. of 332, Chalk Cliffs.

TRIAL OF MR. SAVARY, AT BRISTOL. 

Lord Grrrorp entered the Court this (Monday) morning, to hold the 

snnoal Sessions for fhe City of Bristol, when Henry Squarh was placed at 
the bar.—Mr. Savary, wlio is 33 years old, looked yale, and was evidently 
most fererishly agitated. ‘Those who had | ng been acquainted with him, 
declared that the prisoner was appallingly altered since his imprisoument. 
He was dressed in black. He looked at the Bench till thé reading of the 
odictment was commenced. .
